The princi- 
ple at stake has excited the attention 
and interest of sections widely remote 
rom the scene of action aud the eminent 
counsel employed as leaders on the 
J8se—Hon. George M. Seiders of Port, 
and for the regular Republican nominee, 
Vfr. Francis Keefe, and Hon. H. M. 
Heath of Augusta for the Independent 
candidate, Mr. Thomas F. Staples. 


The plot to secure the seat from the 
egnlar nominee baa been so open and 
determined from the first that great in 
terest was'.felt in the line of argument 
which the learned counsel employed by 
Messrs. Mitchell and Staples would 
take. It was very simple—there was 
bnt one thing to do. At the outset Mr. 
Heath admitted that judged by tbe law 
and the facts, Mr. Kt*£; JH entitled to 
his seat; but he pleaded tho "intent" o

Mr. Seiders eaid 
be- made no accusations; he simply 
stated facts. 


The inaccuracies and "oversights" 


Drought out in the hearing are too num- 
erous to be cited in the valuable space 
alloted us. Enough has been given to 
shotr the animus of the men who 
through their counsel ask the Maine 
egislature to set all law, all precedent 
aside, and count as votes for Mr. Stap- 
les "everything in eight," even loose 
stickers bearing no evidence of ever 
having been attached to a ballot, —yes, 
even the stickers pasted in the space for 
Representative to Congress in place of 
Thomas 6. Reed, aud again ia place of 
Daniel A. Hard, candidate for state 
senator, because forsooth, the voters 
meant to vote for Mr. Staples as repre- 
sentative to tbe legislature. 


Who knows? If this semblance of 


law could ba substituted for the AUB- 
tra lian ballot law (which after all as 
used in Maine is not a secret ballot) how 


sy it would be to elect a governor, 


even, or any one else by saying that 
stickers in other spaces or even loose 
ones weo "meant" for him. 


We are glad to feel that honor among 


men is not a lost virtue: and we are sure 
that we voice the sentiments of the best 
citizens of Kittery, as \\ ell aa of Eliot 
when we express the hope that this 
farce of justice may soon be ended by 
the members of the Maine house of rep- 
resentatives unanimously giving to Mr. 
Keefe the seat which ia rightfully his 
tbruugb the law aud the facts in the 
case, as admitted by the opposing coun- 
sel himself.

said Martin Cramer of Niagara 


county. 


"The 
schooner Michigan 
was the 


largest veasfe! oa Lake Brie at that 
time. 
She was too large, in fact, to 


enter the various harbors on the lake, 
and, being somewhat decayed in her 
uppers, the owner. Major Fnuer. for 
merly of New York, got the idea that 
she would answer the purpose of test- 
ing the fate of a vessel that by act-i- 
dem might approach too near the cat- 
aract, acd also the fate of living things 
that might be caught m the rapids. 
The proprietors of the large public 
houses at the Falls, on both sides of the 
river, and of stages and steamboats, 
made up a purse to purchase the 
schooner, aware that they would be 
amply repaid by the spectators that 
the exhibition would attract. 
For 


several days previous to Sept. 18. 1828. 
the day for which the affair was fixed, 
which was Saturday, the stages and 
canal boats came to Buffalo crowded 
with people. 
Tbe crowds were so 


great that it was with great difficulty 
that conveyances from that place to the 
Falls could be obtained. On the night 
of Sept 7 wagons filled with country 
people rattled through the village in 
unbroken procession all night long, 
and on tbe morning of Sept. 8 Buffalo 
Itself seemed to be moving in one mass 
toward tbe point of attraction. 


"The 
Chippewa 
towed the 
big 


schooner to Yale's Landing, on the 
Canada side of the Niagara River, 
where our passengers went ashore, as 
did those of the William Penn. 
The 


hour fixed for towing the Michigan 
from Yale's Landing to the Rapids was 
3 in the afternoon. 
This task, an ex- 


tremely hazardous one, was intrusted 
to the oldest sailor on tbe lake, Capt. 
Rough. 
With a yawl boat and five 


sturdy oarsmen the old captain got the 
schooner under way. 
They towed her 


to within a quarter of a mile of the 
first rapids, and within half a mile of 
the tremenedous precipice itself— as 
near as they dared approach. 
They 


cut tbe big v.essel adrift and she pass- 
ed majestically on, while the oarsmen 
of the yawl had to bend their every 
nerve and muscle to remove them- 
selves from the peril of their position 
and the danger of being drawn down 
by the rushing waters. 
Indeed, such 


bad been the fear and apprehension of 
the men that they mutinied against 
Capt. Rough, and cut the tow line be- 
fore tbe time he had set. If they 
had obeyed the reckless old captain, 
he, the yawl, and its crew would have 
preceded the Michigan over the falls. 


"The high grounds on both shores of 


the river were lined with people as the 
Michigan, unguided by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of 
the seething descent, apparently keep- 
ing the very course that a skilful navi- 
gator would have guided her in. 
The 


American ensign streamed from her 
bowsprit and the British jack floated 
at her stern. 
The vessel shot the first 


rapid unhurt, still head on, making a 
plunge, shipping a sea, and rising from 
it in beautiful style. 
In her descent 


Of the second rapid, the water momen- 
tarily increasing in velocity and tu- 
mult, her towering masts went by the 
board, giving the spectators a start- 
ling representation of the crashing of 
a vessel's spars in a shipwreck at sea. 
She swung around and presented her 
broadside to the dashing and foaming 
water, and, after remaining, as it 
seemed, stationary 
for 
a moment, 


swung around until she was headed up 
stream. 
Passing the third rapid she 


bilged, but carried her hull to all ap- 
pearances whole as she tossed and 
groaned between Grass Island and the 
British, shore to the Horseshoe Fall, 
over which she was drawn stein fore- 
most and hurled lato the thundering 
abyss. 
She was dashed to fragments 


before she struck :n the seething wa- 
ters below. 


"There were aboard the Michigan 


when she started on her trip toward 
tbe falls a wild null buffalo from a 
Western prairie, two bears from the 
Lake Superior le&ions, two foxes, a 
raccoon, a dog, a cat, and four geese. 
When the vessel left Yale's landing in 
tow,

deck except tbe ouitalo.

They were so exhaasted when they got 
on land that they made no resistance 
to being captured, and they fell into

Mortality In the Semlaole War. 
The only experience the United 


States Army has ever had in tropical 
warfare was in Florida, from 1895 to 
1842— the seven years' war. with the 
Seminole Indians. 
While the condi- 


tions there were much more favorable 
than they are in Cuba, the mortality 
from disease was enormous in com- 
parison to the number of men employ- 
ad. 
The records show that there were 


altogether 7,400 troops engaged dur- 
ing the seven years' fighting against a 
total of about 3,000 Indians, of whom 
1,594 were men, 1,357 women and 993 
children. 
The war was carried on in 


a manner very similar to that between 
the Spaniards and the Cubans. 
The 


Indians would never 
consent to a 


stand-up fight unless they had a great 
advantage, but lay in ambush and at- 
tacked the soldiers in the dark when- 
ever they could do so without expos- 
ng their own lives. 
They lived on 


he country, the native fruits, roots, 
egetables and game, while the sol- 
diers were required to carry supplies 
with them and were thus handicapped 
and retarded in their movements. 
It 


ook seven years to subdue the sav- 
ages, and there was no peace until they 
were practically exterminated. At the 
end of seven years the fighting men 
were reduced to about three hundred, 
and they were hidden, in the ever- 
glades. 


During these seven years out of the 


',400 troops employed 1,531 died — 
wenty-three sailors and 
forty-two 


marines, the remainder being officers 
md soldiers of the regular Army. Of 
his number only 58 were killed in bat- 
le, 214 died of wounds, and 1,259 of 
malarial diseases. 


As a result of the Indian war there 


are now on the pension rolls 6,661 per- 
ons, of whom 2,373 are survivors and 
4,288 widows. 
They receive an aver- 


age of $800,000 a year in pensions, and 
since 1893 have been paid $3,243,708. 
The total amount thus far paid by the 
Government for pensions growing out 
of the Florida war will exceed $53,000,- 
000.

"1 was one of those who made up the 


first public excursion to Niagara Falls 
Just seventy years ago next Septem- 
ber," said Martin Cramer of Niagara 
county. 


"The schooner Michigan was the 


largest vessel on Lake Erie at that 
time. 
She was too large, in fact, to 


enter the various harbors on ihe lake, 
and. being somewhat decayed in her 
uppers, the owner. Major Prater, for- 
merly of New York, got the idea that 
she would answer the purpose of test- 
itfg th* fate of a vessel that by acci- 
dent might approach too near the cat- 
aract, and also the fate of living things 
that might be caught in the rapids. 
The proprietors of the large public 
houses at the Falls, on both sides of the 
river, and of stages and steamboats, 
made up a purse to purchase 
the 


schooner, aware that they would be 
amply repaid by the spectators that 
the exhibition would attract. 
For 


several days previous to Sept. 18, 1828, 
the day for which tbe affair was fixed, 
which was Saturday, the stages and 
canal boats came to Buffalo crowded 
with people. 
Tbe crowds were so 


great that it was with great difficulty 
that conveyances from that place to tbe 
Falls could be obtained. 
On the night 


of Sept 7 wagons filled with country 
people rattled through the village in 
unbroken proccaai^a all night long, 
and on the morning of Sept 8 Buffalo 
itself seemed to be moving in one mass 
toward the point of attraction. 


"The 
Chippewa 
towed the 
big 


schooner to Tale's Landing, on the 
Canada side of the Niagara River, 
where our passengers went ashore, as 
did those of the William Penn. 
The 


hour fixed for toeing the Michigan 
from Yale's Landing to tbe Rapids was 
3 in the afternoon. 
This task, an ex- 


tremely hazardous one, was intrusted 
to the oldest sailor on the lake, Capt 
Rough. 
With a yawl boat and five 


sturdy oarsmen the old captain got the 
schooner under way. 
They towed her 


to within a quarter of a mile of the 
first rapids, and within half a mile of 
the tremenedous precipice itself— as 
near as they dared approach. 
They 


cut tbe big vessel adrift and she pass- 
ed majestically on, while the oarsmen 
of the yawl had to bend their every 
nerve and muscle to remove them- 
selves from the peril of their position 
and the danger of being drawn down 
by the rushing waters. 
Indeed, such 


had been the fear and apprehension of 
tie men that they mutinied against 
Capt. Rough, and cut the tow line be- 
fore the time he had set. 
If they 


had obeyed the reckless old captain, 
he, the yawl, and its crew would have 
preceded the Michigan over the falls. 


"The high grounds on both shores of 


the river were lined with people as the 
Michigan, unguided by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of 
Qxe seething descent, apparently keep- 
ing the very course that a skilful navi- 
gator would have guided her in. 
Tbe 


American ensign streamed from her 
bowsprit and the British jack floated 
at her stern. 
The vessel shot tbe first 


rapid unhurt, still head on, making a 
plunge, shipping a sea, and rising from 
it in beautiful style. 
In her descent 


of the second rapid, the water momen- 
tarily increasing in velocity and tu- 
mult, her towering masts went by the 
board, giving the spectators a start- 
ling representation of the crashing of 
a vessel's spars in a shipwreck at sea. 
She swung around and presented her 
broadside to the dashing and foaming 
water, and, after 
remaining, as it 


seemed, stationary 
for a 
moment, 


swung around until she was headed up 
stream. 
Passing the third rapid she 


bilged, but carried her hull to all ap- 
pearances whole as she tossed and 
groaned between Grass Island and the 
British shore to the Horseshoe Fall, 
over which she was drawn stern fore- 
most and hurled into the thundering 
abyss. 
She was dashed to fragments 


before she struck in the seething wa- 
ters below. 


"There were aboard the Michigan 


when she started on her trip toward 
the falls a wild bull buffalo from a 
Western prairie, two bears from the 
Lake Superior regions, two foxes, a 
raccoon, a dog, a cat, and four geese. 
When the vessel left Yale's landing in 
tow, 
all these \veic let loose on the 


deck except the uuifalo. 
He was in. 


closed in a pen. 
The two bears got 


enough of the trip v;hen the vessel be- 
gan the descent of the first rapid, and 
they climbed down the side next the 
Canada 'shore, plunged into the swift 
water, breasted us powerful

o ten feet in length are likely to be 
used by people wh-; row for pleasure. 
nd spoon oars from six to fourteen 
get in length for racing are made of 
pruce. 
American oars ars used pretty much 
11 over the world; in many countries 
almost exclusively. The British Gov- 
rnment has for years bought all of 
he oars used on its war vessels in this 
country, making a new contract year- 
y. The contract fc? the present year's 
upply is held by a New York city firm 
aving factories in the West.

d. The records show that there were 
1 together 7,400 troops engaged dur- 
ng the seven years' fighting against a 
otal of about 3,000 Indians, of whom 
,594 were men. 1,357 women and 993 
hildren. 
The war was carried on in 


manner very similar to that between 
he Spaniards and the Cubans. 
The 


Indians would never consent to a 
tand-up fight unless they had a great 
dvantage. but lay in ambush and at- 
acked the soldiers in the dark wheu- 
ver they could do so without expoa- 
ng their own lives. 
They lived on 


he country, the native fruits, roots, 
egetables and game, while the sol- 
diers were required to carry supplies 
with them and were thus handicapped 
and retarded in their movements.. 
It 


ook seven years to subdue the sav- 
ages, and there was no peace until they 
were practically exterminated. 
At the 


end of seven years the fighting men 
were reduced to about three hundred, 
and they were hidden in the ever- 
glades. 


During these seven years out of the 


',400 troops employed 1,531 died— 
wenty-three sailors 
and forty-two 


marines, the remainder being officers 
and soldiers of the regular Army. Of 
his number only 58 were killed in bat- 
le, 214 died of wounds, and 1,259 of 
malarial diseases. 


As a result of the Indian war there 


are now on the pension rolls 6,661 per- 
sons, of whom 2,373 are survivors and 
4,288 widows. 
They receive an aver- 


age of $800,000 a year in pensions, and 
since 1893 have been paid $3,243,708. 
The total amount thus far paid by the 
Government for pensions growing out 
of the Florida war will exceed $53,000,- 
000.

Including a delegation from the New 
York chamber of commerce, had come 
from a distance to pay their last tribute 
of respect to the dead •tatesman.

Pennsylvania was: given a state funeral 
in the houee during the fifty-first con- 
gress, when President McKlnley was 
chairman of the ways and mean* com- 
mittee, baa auch an honor been accorded 
a member of toe house,

under the direction of Sergeant-at-Arms 
Russell. The casket was placed on a 
bier in thefcrea in front of the marble 
rostrum of Vhe speaker, and for an hour 
the public, which bad no opportunity to 
witness the official ceremonies later. was 
allowed to view the remains as they lay 
in state. Thousands of people streamed 
through the main door down past the 
casket and gazed upon the calm, serene 
features of the de*d during that hour. 
Some, could with difficulty be induced 
by the police to move awa^ from the 
casket.

The house pages and other employes of 


the house entered the line and took a 
last view of the revered statesman. Mr. 
IMngley was well beloved^ by .the em- 
ployes of the house, and there were tears 
in many eyes. The decorations of the 
hafll were simple but strikingly beau- 
tiful. Palms relieved the rigid corners, 
and palm Wave* arranged in five formof 
a tre-foll planted in wreaths; of galax 
leaves tied with long streamers of pUr- 
ple adorned the walls. A cluster of roses 
and palm leaves were arranged on each 
section of the brass railing about the 
rear of the hall. This simple scheme of 
decoration culminated about the rostrum 
beneath which the remains-lay 


Great date palm* springing up all about 


the rostrum almost blotted out tire beau- 
tiful silk flag behind the speakers chair 
and made a dense backgroundlai green. 
Above, across the ornate gilded front 
of the press gallery, galax leaves were 
festooned; while just above the clock 
hovered a white dove with outspread 
vines,. Below, immediately in front of 
the white garble rostrum the casket 
lay. banked on either side with-rare and 
exquisite flowers which completely con- 
cealed the marble. These included a few 
of the most beautiful andmost oppro- 
priate floral offerings which had beer. 
sent to the family; a great wreath of 
white roaes from the Sons and Qaughteni 
of Maine, a beautiful piece fronrthe ways 
and means committee, and a magnifi- 
cent mass of American beauty roses from 
the Canadian high Joint commission. 


About the side of the caake.t.were ten- 


der purple violets In a, bed of rrialden hair 
feme. The only floral piece on th« cas- 
ket was a cluster of orchids, the gift of 
Mrs Blaine. At the head of the casket 
like a halo above the calm brow of the 
great man was a magnificent wreath of 
orchids and lilies of the valely tied with 
deep purple ribbons, which had been 
sent by th« president. A simple basket 
of green elder stood at either end of the 
decoration. Out in the waste of: seats, 
while the body lay In state, a single desk 
was wrapped In black and covered with 
roses and lilies. 


During the interval before 12 o'clock 


almost every member of the house who 
Is in the city came In and stood for a 
moment by the casket with bowed head 
and gazed' for the last time on the famil- 
iar features. Many tender and choking 
wards were murmured and the deep 
grief of all was manifest. Meantime the 
gtilleries had filled and In the various 
committee rooms and lobbies tfhe dis- 
tinguished personages in official life in- 
vited to 'be pereaent were assembling.:

Washington. Jan. I*,-—Felipe Agon- 


cillo, the representative of Agulnaldo in 
Washington, has filed with the state de- 
partment a memorandum setting forth 
at great length the reasons tor his claim 
that the Philippine government should 
be recognized by the United States. Ac- 
companying the memorandum ie a letter 
in which Senor Agoncillo states he has 
received no reply to his communication 
of Jan. 6, In which be asks that a suitable 
time be arranged when he could be pre- 
sented to the president and heard upon 
his claims. In view of the position in 
which the representatives of the Ameri- 
can government and the representatives 
of the Phillppine^government find them- 
selves upon the. islands at this time he 
urges that the matter be given immedi- 
ate attention. 


The letter and-the memorandum have 


been listed as official documents in the 
state department, and although the of- 
ficials have themselves refused to make 
them public, they have nevertheless ex- 
pressed a willingness for Senor Agon- 
cillo'to. do sot ifl he desires. The papers 
are now In the hands of Secretary Hay. 
The memorandum is along the same line* 
as statements heretofore made public 
by the Filipino representative. 


Senor Agoncillo asserts the Filipinos 


established and for seven months have 
maintained a. form of government re- 
sembling the American, in that it is based 
upon the right of the people to rule, that 
Spain, having at the time of the signing 
of the treaty of peace possession of only 
one port, and the remainder of the Philip- 
pines except Manila being in the posses- 
sion of the Philippine republic, Spain 
could give no title to the United States 
for the islands, and that having no title 
to give her claim cannot be rendered' bet- 
ter by the ratification of the treaty of! 
peace.

Terre Haute, Ind.. Jan. 1C.—Captain 


William Taylor of this city, has forward- 
ed to. Washington a claim against the 
government in the, sum of $72,500 The 
matter will be looked after by Congress- 
man Faris. During- the civil war Cap- 
tain Taylor was engaged in building a 
canal from the Bayou Puch to the Miss- 
issippi riv.er, near New Orleans. When 
Parragut ran the chain of forts and;en- 
tered the river, Taylor sought out th« 
naval commander and offered his ser- 
vices and the use of his light draught 
vessels. The offer was immediately ac- 
cepted, for the presence of a pilot who 
knew the shallow waters was invaluable. 


When Commodore Farragut returned 


to Washington Captain Taylor was giv- 
en passes through the federal lines and 
went to the capital to present his claim. 
Farragut was mortally ill and Taylor 
was not admitted. He then returned to 
the Mississippi river and served as pilot 
for the federal government until the 
close of the war. Several times he nar- 
rowly escaped death at the hands of 
southern guerrillas and both his parents 
were murdered by them. Captain Tay- 
lor has never presented hte claim before, 
but expects that there will be,no difficul- 
ty in securing lndemnlty_f or the vessels.

"No man who has been to the Phil- 


ippines could honestly hold such opin- 
ions for a moment. No,nian who is fa- 
miliar wth. the history of the church .in. 
the Pbilipines could have the audacity- 
to; give publicity to such statements. 
The people have been kept in ignorance; 
because the priests could thus best play 
upon their superstitions. Schools au- 
thorized by the Spanish government; 
were not established because it did not 
suit the. priests to: have them. They 
have nothing but the outward form, of 
religion, and know nothing of its inward; 
and spiritual grace. Roman Catholicism 
has not purified their lives. It has not 
been a power-in moulding arid trans- 
forming their characters. Pious arid de- 
vout Catholics would be scarcely ready 
to acknowledge them Catholics in more 
than name, and I think would admit that 
they are fit subjects for missions of their 
own church. 


"The mass of the people are painfully 


ignorant in religious matters. I think 
It would be difficult to find a more needy 
field, and the call that comes to the 
Protestant churches of America is loud 
and urgent. The people are, and have 
been, without the Bible. They know 
there is such a book, and that is about 
all."

Steamers are stuck on the bars and par- 
tially \\ recMsd between Fort Yukon and 
Circle City. They are the Robert Kerr, 
Seattle and Tacoma.

lever the oats art removed from the 
water and allowed to drain for s fen 
momenta, then are lowered into the ket- 
tle. Here it is moved up and down for 
ten minutes when it is taken out and 
placed in the vessel containing cold 
water. 
The grain Is then spread out 


where it will dry before being seeded. 
The temperature of the water in the 
kettle must not vary more than a few 
degrees. 
It it gets too high the vi- 


tality of the seed will be impaired; if 
too low the smut germs will not be 
killed.

Intennlvc Farming. 


If farmers who delight in owning and 


working large areas could see the crops 
taken from small plots by the truckers 
near New York city, they would re- 
ceive an object lesson in intensive 
farming, which would be effectual. On 
Long Island and in New Jersey espec- 
ially, there are dozens of patches, not 
farms, which, with the aid of a few 
hotbeds, are made to pay high renta 
and support large families. 
The soil 


is kept to the highest point of fertility, 
every inch of it is thoroughly culti- 
vated and every advantage is taken of 
the lay of the land. 
From the first 


day that the weather will permit the 
soil being worked until the ground ia 
finally used for celery blanching, it is 
constantly employed in crop produc- 
tion; it is no unusual sight to see half 
a dozen men industriously at work on 
an acre or two of ground. 
It is the 


same principle the florist applies to 
plant and flower growing. 
If his 


tenches yield but one crop of plants or 
blosrfcms during the year, his business 
is a failure. 
Every square foot of it 


must yield two or more crops for a 
profitable year's work.

tb« Tallrat Hratt Trer- 


Very few people realize what an 


1 easy thing it is to make a ladder thai 


will reach well up into the tallest fruit 
trees. 
Instead of the heavy and cum- 


brous articles now ia use. light, man- 
ageable ladders may be made from ma- 
terial available in almost e\ery local- 
it}*. Either a long and slender sapling 
may be selected, or a piece of saved 
stuff with perfectly straight grain. A 
split sapling is much better, as there 
is no danger of the cross grain and 
weak spots, provided 
the tree has 


grown straight and symmetrical. 
If 


the trunk is large enough, it may be 
split into four sections, and each of 
these dreesed down to a strip about 
three inches wide at one end. and an 
Inch and three quarters at the other, 
the atrip preserving the thickness of 
one inch all the way up with a gradual 
taper from base to top. 
When four 


of these strips are prepared they are 
marked with suitable spaces. 
Slots 


about one inch by one and a half 
inches made of straight grained wood, 
hickory being preferred, are placed at 
appropriate distances, and upon either 
side of either end. the long strips are 
nailed or fastened with strong wooden 
pins. One ingenious farmer has made 
a ladder in thbfway, boring two boles 
through the pieces and tbe cross *lat 
or rung, and putting through and back 
like a stitch a piece of ordinary tele- 
graph wire, the ends being drawn up 
tightly and twisted to make them se- 
cure. Properly planned and carefully 
put together, a ladder of this sort can 
be made strong enough to bear an or- 
dinary man. and with further exten-

He was known simply 
a* -Fred." and no one ever thought of 
questioning him a£ to bis antecedents. 
An ordinary pickpocket may have to 
undergo many a crucial cross-exami- 
nation; a king of pickpockets is rarely 
subjected to such aa ordeal. 


Fred first appeared in Paris early in 


the eighties, and in a short time he was 
one of the most conspicuous figures on 
the race courses and at all other fash- 
ionable pleasure resorts near the cap- 
ital. His advice was eagerly sought 
by racegoers, and his "tips" were re- 
garder as of considerable value. As a 
rule, be was successful in betting, and 
after a good day be squandered his 
money like a lord.

Fruit GrowiBK on Hill Lauds. 


Some of the best fruit in all sections 


of the country comes from the hill dis- 
tricts, where both climatic conditions 
and soil seem to promote certainty of 
crop and fine quality of fruit. Hills 
bordering running water have rich sur- 
face soil, with porous subsoil resting 
on lime rocks that are slowly disinte- 
grating, and a natural drainage. But 
location, however .good, is not suffi- 
cient. 
Orcharding requires diligent, 


patient work, knowledge of when, why 
and how to spray and how to secure 
protection from enemies. Never allow 
trees to bear fully. Thinning is one of 
the best possible practices, thereby get- 
ting less fruit, but by far better grade. 


Buckwheat Braa. 


There is much less value in the bran 


from buckwheat than there is from the 
bran of either winter or spring white 
wheats. 
The bran has, besides, a 


roughness that causes it to be very lax- 
ative, and it appears to have the effect 
of a poison to the skin when fed to 
hogs. We once fed some buckwheat 
bran to cows. It did not make as rich 
milk as we had been getting from 
wheat bran, and as the yield also fell 
off we soon stopped feeding it. 
There 


is little nutriment in buckwheat bran, 
as it is secured in these times. 
The 


buckwheat flour is about as dear aa 
wheat flour, and none of it is suffered 
to go ftfto the bran. We doubt wheth- 
er the bran has any more nourishment 
than have the stalks of buckwheat, 
which, if saved, cattle will eat quite 
greedily in winter, but generally with 
the effect of making their shins itch so 
that they will rub themselves against 
the stables or stanchions at every 
chance they get. 


Vprootlnit Apple Treen. 


If an apple tree becomes unthrifty, 


or if for any other reason it is neces- 
sary to displace it in the orchard, it 
should not be cut down to leave its 
stump an obstruction for many years 
before it rots out. A little digging at 
each side will bring the spade to roots 
that support it. If these are cut and a 
stout rope or chain is hitched to the 
top of the tree, it may be easily tilted 
over, using the axe to cut other roots 
as the tree bends slowly to the earth. 
Then after getting the tree out, a wa- 
gonload of soil and sods from the road- 
side will make good land where the 
tree had been. 


Steam Kaglaea For Faraa €•*. 


Because farmers always have horse 


power on the farm It does not follow 
that it must be used for every purpose 
where additional power is required. 
There are many kinds of jobs where a 
email engine which any farmer can eas- 
ily learn to run, will give better satis- 
faction and be far less expensive than 
keeping a horse. With the proper con- 
nections GO as to furnish the power 
such an engine will do the churning or 
run the milk separator. 
It will do the 


washing and turn the grindstone in 
summer, a job that has disgusted more 
boys with farming than any other. One 
of the beet uses of the engine is to 
make it turn a lathe, where the young 
people can cut out various kinds of 
wooden utensils and learn skill in han- 
dicraft that will be useful to them all 
their lives.

azalea, or gloxinia or begonia or any 
other in full bloom may be desirable 
for a time while in perfection, but as 
soon as its glory ia passed let if be 
set aside. 


A limetml Tool. 


Few tools are as useful to the win- 


dow gardener as is the syringe or plant 
sprinkler. With it insects can be kept 
in check—the red spider is best con- 
trolled by frequent syringings of the 
under side of the leaves with clear wa- 
ter. 
Aphides* too, cannot stand its 


forcible application. 
For applying in- 


secticides it is both convenient and 
economical. 


Balba Require Water. 


Bulbs, when making growth, require 


considerable water, though they should 
not be drowned. The growth is made 
on the water and the little soil in the 
pots, and the fact that almost any of 
the smaller bulbs can be flowered on 
water alone indicates what an import- 
ant part it plays in the plant economy.

The afternoon would be spent at the 


race course, and there this fine dandy 
obtained his' best plunder, hardly a 
day passing that he did not relieve 
some one of his purse. In the evening 
lie usually went to some theater or 
cafe chantant, and after the perform- 
ance his rule was to invite a tew 
friends of both sexes to supper. Roy- 
ally he lived while his reign lasted. 


His evil days began during the Ex- 


position of 1889. Fred fell, for tha 
first time into the hands of the police. 
It was at the Vincennes race track. He 
had stolen a large sum of money from 
in officer, and, unfortunately for him, 
3. lady had seen the theft. Fred knew 
that her eyes were upon him as he 
thrust his band into the officer's pock- 
3t, and, hoping to save himself, he 
stepped up to the officer, and, handing 
him his purae, said, most politely: — 
'Here, sir, you have lost some money.' 
The officer stammered his thanks, but 
the lady raised an alarm, and Fred 
was arrested and taken off to jail. For 
this offence be was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment. 
This closed his career in Paris, and 


for the next few years he confined his 
operations to Nice, Monte Carlo, and 
other fashionable pleasure resorts. He 
continued to pick pockets as of old, 
and he was several times arrested and 
imprisoned. Finally he left France 
and settled down in London. There, 
the story goes, he once robbed tha 
Prince of Wales, the incident occurring 
as Epsom, while Ms Royal Highness 
was intently watching a race. 


He tried to rob the late Baron Hirsch 


on one of the English race courses, but 
the Baron, who had known him in 
Paris, whispered, with a smile, "My 
dear Fred, you have come too late. I 
have just lost all my money on tha 
favorite. I was sure it would 
win, 


whereas it came in last. Come some 
other day, before the race begins. 


"All right," replied Fred, coolly, lift- 


ing his hat with all his old time polite- 
ness and again mingling with the 
crowd. 
Fred's last days were very mourn- 


ful, and he was poverty stricken when 
death came to him at last in a misera- 
ble London garret. The joyous days 
of his early manhood, when he lived 
like a king in Paris, were ever present 
to him, and to the last he never for- 
got that he had once been the boon 
companion of gentlemen and ladies.

" 'Certainly, sir. if you bait it with

" 'We'll see,' I said. 'Let's make a 


hook first that will hold.' 


"We went down into the engine 


room, found a pir-ch bar two and a 
half feet long, and forged it into a 
hook with a strong barb and a ring at 
the end of the shank. To this we fast- 
ened a new three-quarter inch rope, 
and, baiting the hook with a young 
kid, took it out in a boat and dropped 
it Into the water near where we had 
seen the ox attacked; then we rowed 
back to the steamer, where the other 
end of the rope was belayed. 
We 


kept feeling of the rope, which pres- 
ently grew taut, straining hard on the 
belaying pin. The ga bad seized the 
bait. The engineer and I, with two na- 
tive sailors, tried to haul the fish in 
hand over band, but we might as well 
have tried to pull a tree up by the roots 
for all the line we gained.

In 1893, near Atlanta, 
John, while chopping timber, espied a 
large bear with a cub, and fought the 
mother for the cub, during which he 
received several injuries by gentle taps 
from the old bear.

That fall Jonn suddenly dis- 
appeared from tbe camp, none of his 
friends knowing whither he had gone. 
In the fall of 1894 the remains of a 
man were found in the woods near 
where John had his victorious battle 
with the bear. Nothing was founo 
about the bones with which to identify 
the unfortunate man save a large 
sheathkuife, such as Bohemian John 
wore. It was then and there conclud- 
ed that John had attempted to capture 
another cub, and thereby lost his life. 
His old friends gathered the bones, 
took them to town, gave them decent 
burial, and placed at the head of the 
grave, a board bearing the inscription: 
"Sacred to the memory of Bohemian 
John, killed by a bear, 1893." 


John met young "Fred" Davis in

A shed is one round 
of his ladder, a bakery is another; he 
crawls across upon his stomach, gains 
the furthermost edge, and throws him- 
self downward in the midst of a horrid 
burst of sound, a glare of light, and 
ten thousand shouts of alarm. 


Nothing stings him, no shot 
has 


struck him of tbe six hurled at him. 


He plunges through the water to his 


lips, gains a road and tears along; 
whistles shrilly with his remaining 
breath, is rushed upon by two men in 
coats and mufflers, is seized, thrown in- 
to a wagon and whirled away. 


His name is Richard Starkweather. 


A man so fierce that they have caught 
and caged him for bis crimes a dozen 
times, but a dozen times he has es- 
caped. 


This last time he has been shut up 


and guarded with great closeness; but 
this time, also, like all the rest, he 
has broken out and is flying rapidly.

Very few people realize what an 


easy thing it is to make a ladder that 
will reach well up into the tallest fruit 
trees. 
Instead of the heavy and cum- 


brous article* now in use. light, man- 
ageable ladders may be made from ma- ; 
teria! available in almost every local- 
ity. Either a long and slender sapling 
may be selected, or a piece of sawed 
stuff with perfectly straight grain. A ] 
split sapling is much better, as there ' 
is no danger of tae cross grain and i 
weak spots, provided the tree has 
grown straight and symmetrical. 
If 


the trunk is large enough, it may b« i 
split into four sections, and each of 
these dressed down to a strip about 
three inches wide at one end. and an 
inch and three quarters at the other, 
the atrip preserving the thickness of 
one inch all the way up with a gradual 
taper from base to top. When four 
of these strips are prepared they are 
marked with suitable spaces. 
Slots 


about one inch by one and a half 
inches made of straight grained wood, 
hickory being preferred, are placed at 
appropriate distances, and upon either 
side of either end, the long strips are 
nailed or fastened with strong wooden 
pins. 
One ingenious farmer has made 


a ladder in thU"*way, boring two holes 
through the pieces and the cross slat 
or rung, and putting through and back 
like a stitch a piece of ordinary tele- 
graph wire, the ends being drawn up 
tightly and twisted to make them se- 
cure. Properly planned and carefully 
put together, a ladder of this sort can 
be made strong enough to bear an or- 
dinary man. and with further exten- 
sion and more slender top would sus- 
tain the weight of a lad to the top of 
the highest tree. A heavier lower sec- 
tion with an extremely light extension 
could be made perfectly safe and prac- 
tical. The strips on either side of the 
rungs firmly bolted together make a 
ladder much stronger than that con- 
structed of the ordinary single piece on 
either side. 
During the cold weather, 


when work is slack, matters of this 
sort properly attended to will give re- 
sults that will be found highly profi- 
table when the busy season comes 
around again.

Fruit Grow ing; on Hill Laml*. 


Some of the best fruit in all sections 


of the country comes from the hill dis- 
tricts, where both climatic conditions 
and soil seem to promote certainty of 
crop and fine quality of fruit. Hills 
bordering running water have rich sur- 
face soil, with porous subsoil resting 
on lime rocks that are slowly disinte- 
grating, and a natural drainage. But 
location, however good, is not suffi- 
cient. 
Orcharding requires diligent, 


patient work, knowledge of \vhen, why 
and how to spray and how to secure 
protection from enemies. Never allow 
trees to bear fully. Thinning is one of 
the best possible practices, thereby get- 
ting less fruit, but by far better grade. 


Uprooting Apple free*. 


If an apple tree becomes unthrifty, 


or if for any other reason it is neces- 
sary to displace it in the orchard, it 
should not be cut down to leave its 
stump an obstruction for many years 
before it rots out. A little digging at 
each side will bring the spade to roots 
that support it 
If these are cut and a 


stout rope or ctaln is hitched to the 
top of the tree, it may be easily tilted 
over, using the axe to cut other roots 
as the tree bends slowly to the earth. 
Then after getting the tree out, a wa- 
gonload of soil and sods from the road- 
side will make good land where the 
tree had been. 


Buckwheat Bran. 


There is much less value in the brau 
am buckwheat than there is from the 
an of either winter or spring white 
ieats. 
The bran has, besides, a 


ughness that causes it to be very lax- 
ive, and it appears to have the effect 
a poison to the skin when fed to 


)gs. 
We once fed some buckwheat 


•an to cows. It did not make as rich 
ilk as we had been getting from 
heat bran, and as the yield also fell 
I we soon stopped feeding it.

little nutriment in buckwheat bran, 
i it is secured in these times.

ickwheat flour is about as dear as 
heat flour, and none of it is suffered 


» go fa'to the bran. We doubt wheth-

htch, if saved, cattle will eat quite

An elegant gentleman he seemed.

that be was a thief. Tall, dark and 
slim, with black eyes, and a carefully 
trimmed mustache, he looked every 
inch the idle, wealthy man about town. 
He dressed in the latest fashion, with 
& gardenia in his buttonhole, and he 
invariably wore spotleas pearl gray 
gloves. These gloves never left him, 
not even when be thrust his hand into 
some one's 'pocket. He possessed, in- 
deed .the skill of a prestidigitateur. 
The pearl gray gloves did not hinder 
him in the slightest degree; on the 
contrary, they helped him, for no one 
would think of making a 
charge 


against an elegant gentleman who ha- 
bitually wore such faultless gloves. 
Fred's lite in Paris was that of a 


iandy. His home was in a hotel near 
the St. Lazare station, and from it he 
would issue in the morning and drive 
ar stroll slowly to the station. There, 
he would mingle with the crowd, after 
the train had come in, and in nine 
2ases out of ten he managed to pilfer 
two or three well filled pocketbooka 
from the passengers. With these .ha 
would return to his hotel, and then, 
after carefully attiring himself, h» 
would spend the rest of the afternoon 
in visiting friends, among whom were 
some of the best known men and wo- 
men in Paris. 


The afternoon would be spent at the 


race course, and there this fine dandy 
obtained his' best plunder, hardly a 
day passing that he did not relieve 
«jme on« of his purse. In the evening 
he usually went to some theater or 
cafe chantant, and after the perform- 
ance his rule was to invite a few 
friends of both sexes to supper Roy- 
ally he lived while his reign lasted. 


His evil days began during the Ex- 


position, of 1889. Fred fell, for tha 
first time into the hands of the police. 
It was at the Vincennes race track. H« 
had stolen a large sum of money from 
an officer, and, unfortunately for him, 
i lady had seen the theft. Fred knew 
that her eyes were upon him as he 
thrust his hand into the officer's pock- 
3t, and, hoping to save himself, he 
stepped up to the officer, and, handing 
him his purse, said, most politely: — 
'Here, sir, you have lost some money.' 
The officer stammered his thanks, but 
the lady raised an alarm, and Fred 
was arrested and taken off to jail. For 
this offence he was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment. 


This closed his career in Paris, and 


for the next few years he confined his 
operations to Nice. Monte Carlo, and 
other fashionable pleasure resorts. He 
jontinued to pick pockets as of old, 
and he was several times arrested and 
imprisoned. Finally he left France 
and settled down in London. There, 
the story goes, he once robbed the 
Prince of Wales, the incident occurring 
as Epsom, while h'«s Royal Highness 
was intently watching a race. 


He tried to rob tb« late Baron Hirsch 


on one of the English race courses, but 
the Baron, who had known him tn 
Paris, whispered, with a smile, "My 
dear Fred, you have come too late. I 
have just, lost all my money on tha 
favorite. I was sure it would win, 
whereas it came in last. Come some 
other day, before the race begins.

It* body is protected 
by armor similar to thai of the arma- 
dillo and its head terminates iu a tri- 
angular peak, from twelve 10 twenty 
inches long, and eight to fourteen inch- 
es broad at the base, which, 
when 


opened, displays a series of cross- 
ridges above and below, sharpened and 
as hard as teeth. 


This fish will attack anything that 


comes within its reach—horse, ox. jag- 
uar, or man. seizing its prey with its 
beak and taking out. in a clean, trian- 
gular piece, as large a mouthful of 
flesh and bone as u is able to compass 
at a bite. It is rare that any creature 
once seized by the ga. escapes it. being 
usually killed or crippled by the first 
bite. 


The ga is seldom taken, for its armor 


protects it from the natives' spears, 
and when hooked it dives, bead fore- 
most into the mud of the river bottom, 
from which ii is almost impossible to 
dislodge it. 


"The only ga that ever I had a 


chance to examine was found in a 
dried up pool on shore, where it had 
been stranded after an inundation," 
said Dr. A. H. Ellis, recently arrived in 
New York, after several years' resi- 
dence in Venezuela. He was telling a 
group of friends about the fish and rep- 
tiles of the Orinoco. He continued: 


"I hooked a ga once, but failed to 


land it. I was in charge of the cattle 
steamer Coratel on the Orinoco, and 
we were at anchor at Imataca Island, 
off the mouth of the Rio Toro. I saw 
an ox, that had waded into the water 
keep his footing, and then rush out 
of the water, with aalf his brisket bit- 
ten away. 
" 'That's the work of a ga, sir,' said 


my Scotch engineer, who had been on 
the river for ten years. 'Now that 
he's got around to the cattle's drink- 
ing place you'll see more of that work 
if we stay here.' 
" 'Is there no way to catch him?' I 


asked. Will he bite at a hook?' 


"'Certainly, sir, if you bait it with 


anything that's eatable. But that's all 
there is to it A cable and steam- 
winch couldn't get a ga up from tha 
bottom.' 
" 'We'll see,' I said. 'Let's make a 


hook first that will hold.' 


"We went down into the engine 


room, found a pir-eh bar two and a 
half feet long, and forged it into a 
hook with a strong barb and a ring at 
the end of the shank. To this we fast- 
ened a new three-quarter inch rope, 
and, baiting the hook with a young 
kid, took it out in a boat and dropped 
it into the water near where we had 
seen the ox attacked; then we rowed 
back to the steamer, where the other 
end of the rope was belayed. 
We 


kept feeling of the rope, which pres- 
ently grew taut, straining hard on the 
belaying pin. The ga had seized the 
bait. The engineer and I, with two na- 
tive sailors, tried to haul the fish in 
hand over hand, but we might as well 
have tried to pull a tree up by the roots 
for all the line we gained. Then we 
passed the rope round the capstan, 
and set it going 
"the line seemed al- 


most ready to part, but at last some- 
thing gave way below and it slackened. 
We pulled it in and there was our hook 
straightened out like a bar, while, fast 
to the barb, were two of the bony 
ridges from the ga's jaw. The fish evi- 
dently had seized the hook and could 
not disgorge it, but the strain that 
tore the hook from its jaw failed to 
start the ga from the bottom."

Postoffice derka Have Received Good! 


News-Increase of Salariea. 
i 


The clerks in the local postoffice all ' 


wear smiles on thvir faces and go about j 
their work with a complacency which' 
.peak* volumes. They think they have' 
good reason to be happy, too, for they j 
have the prospect before them of an in-' 
crease of pay. and of summer vacations 
without having to furnish substitutes 
as they have bt-en obliged to do hereto- 
fore when they had any. 


These prospects-for they ate only 


profipfote. so far, although strong ones j 
—are the n«nlt of the postoffice appro 
priatioa bill as agreed upon on Satur- 
day by the committee on postoffice and 
post roads of the national House of Rep 
resentatives. 
There is little doubt, 


however, but that the bill will pas* as 
agreed upon. 


The most important new feature of 


the bill is a complete classification of 
the postoffice clerks and their salaries 
throughout the 'country. Heretofore a 
lump sum has been allowed to the post- 
office department for clerk hire in vari- 
ous cities and towns. Now, however, 
definite number of clerks is allowed 
each class, aud the department cannot 
go beyond this number. 


The saluries are also readjusted, bs- 


ing scaled upward until the $1200 point 
is reached. Tha readjustment makes the 
minimum salary in first class offices 
$600 instead of 8400 and $500 as hereto 
fore, although the latter amount* aw 
retained as the minimum in [second 
class offices. 


The increase of clerks thus provided 


for is 1294 over the present force of 13, 
177. In this way the number of clerks, 
their pay, and, to some extent, their du 
ties are made a matter of law instead of 
department regulation. 


Another new provision is S75.000 for 


vacations for postoffice clerks. At pres- 
ent the laws allow the vacation, but the 
clerks must furnish substitutes. 
The 


tew provision will permit by a doubling 
up of clerks the desired vacation.

Postoroc* Clerks Have Beceived Good 


Yews—Increase of Salaries. 


The elerka in the local postoffiee all 


wear sanies oa their faces and go about 
their work with a complacency wliicb 
«pe*L> \oluoies. They think they have 
good reason to be happy, too, for they 
have the prospect before them of ao in- 
crease of p»y. and of summer vacations 
without having to furnish Mibstitntes 
as they Live been obliged to do hereto- 
fore vhen they had any. 


These prospects-for they are only 


prospect*, so far. although strong ones 
—are the r««ult of the postoffiee appro 
priatioa bill as agreed upon on Satur- 
day by tlie committee on postoffiee aud 
post roads of the national House of Rap- 
reseaUtivdi. 
There is little doubt, 


however, but that the bill will pass as 
agreed upon. 


The most important new feature of 


the bill is a complete classification of 
the postoffiee clerks and their salaries 
throughout the 'country. Heretofore a 
lump sum has been allowed to the post- 
office department for clerk hire in vari- 
ous cities and towns. Mow, however, a 
definite number of clerks is allowed in 
each cUb-i, and the department cannot 
go beyond this number. 


The saluriea are also readjusted, ba- 


ing scaled upward until the $1200 point 
is reached. Tha readjustment makes the 
minimum salary in first class offices 
$600 instead of $100 and $500 as hereto 
fore, although the latter amounts era 
retained as the minimum in [second 
class.offices. 


The increase of clerks thus provided 


for is 1294 over the present force of 13, 
177. In this way the number of clerks, 
their pay, and, to some extent, their du 
ties are made a matter of law instead of 
department regulation. 


Another new provision is §75,000 for 


vacations for postoffice clerks. At pres- 
ent the laws allow the vacation, but the 
clerks must furnish, substitutes. 
The 


tew provision will permit by a doubling 
up of clerks the desired vacation.
